That nature—working steadily 
and surely as is her wont, has during 
the course of slowly passing ages 
been silently acumulating in these 
Territories a rich abundance of all 
things suited to the requirements of 
civilized man, is a fact no longer 
open to dispute. That the dis- 
covery of this fact should have been 
made just as signs of shure, if slow, 
decayin the older inhabited portions 
of the globe appear—co-incident too

Ice took in 
York river early in October of 61, and 
kept gradually freesing further out all 
winter. Although open water could not 
be seen in the dead of winter, the steam 
or mist rising fromit could The winter 
weather was generally dead calm and 
very cold, the thermometer frequently 
reaching 60° below. Snow about six 
feet deep. All winters similar in  char- 
acter. Spring thaw commences in the 
iatter part of March, and snow goes off 
in latter part of April or first of May. 
York river opens about May 30th, and 
the bay clears of ice about the same time. 
Nelson river opens before York river, 
and breaks a passage through tha ice to 
the open water of the bay while the ice 
yenerally is yet solid along the shote. 
lhe summer season is generally very 
hot. June of 63 the thermometer regis- 
tered 100 in the shade for several weeks. 
‘Turnips and radishes grow well at the 
tort and potatoes have been tried, but 
only grow to the size of marbles.
